WB6CEP/VE7: Mobile Operation in the VE/W Test

An opportunity to leave the academic scene 
for a much-needed rest before classes started 
again, a chance to revisit the exquisitely 
scenic Northwest, and (coincidentally!) the 
fact that the VE/W Contest is held in late 
September -~ all led to a most enjoyable 9- 
day tour through Oregon, Washington and Van- 
couver I., British Columbia, The weather was 
almost flawless -- 75 to 80 degrees and clear 
blue skies, with only one two-hour misty ex- 
ception on the Washington coast -- until the 
return home to Berkeley and a 50-degree fog- 
bank, 

As my fellow traveler was a non-ham, no 
mobile operations other than during the con- 
test itself were undertaken, The QTH for the 
test was the parking lot of a resort beach 
about ten miles west of Victoria and as close 
as possible to Rocky Point, the southern tip 
of the island, which sticks out into the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca. Unfortunately, the 
Canadian military has seen fit to transform 
Rocky Point into an ammo dump, so a terrific 
location is forever lost to hamdom. They 


were kind enough, however, to pay a quiet 
courtesy visit on Sunday morning to determine 


where the hell all that RF was coming from. 

Between the explanations to curious beach 
visitors (including a gang of 5- to 10~year- 
olds who reported my QSO totals almost hourly 
to anyone who would listen, an aluminum weld- 
ex who liked the antenna design, and a 19- 
year-old chick looking for her boyfriend at 
4 A.M.), the gear was jammed together in 
about 50 minutes and fired up at 2310. De- 
spite inexplicable receiver audio problems 
(the entire contest was operated with the 
gain almost wide open) the system functioned 
reasonably well to the tune of 454 QSO's, 158 
multipliers and 143K points. 

High points included: a mid-Sunday-morning 
comment from WB8FUO that my 15-meter mobile 
signal was "even louder than VE7WJ"; working 
WB40GW on 10 at 1900 after five unsuccessful 
tries on that band. 

Bay-Area signals were good when conditions 
were right -- which really wasn't all that 
often. Only two W6's were worked on 15: W6- 
DGH (LA) and K6QPH (SB). W4's dominated the 
contest, accounting for %th of all QSO's. 
W6's tied with W4's for most QSO's on 40 and 
were way out in front on 80. Very few Wl's 
and no Oregon stations were worked. The hot- 
test band was 15, with 120 QSO's in a little 
over four hours. It is interesting to note 
that 15 first opened at 1500Z on Sunday A.M.
